^ 1 ,6-acetylglucosaminyltransferase in a sample collected from a biological organism to examine the relationship between the results of 
Q the detection and the prognosis of cancer in the biological organism, wherein core-2 pi,6-acetylglucosaminyltransferase is preferably 
^ core-2 3l,6-acetylglucosaminyltransferase-I; the biological organism is preferably human body; and the sample is preferably a living 
tissue. 
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
